He should secure this information and then sow the 
variety which grows best in his district. He may not be able to afford to 
purchase sufficient pure, registered seed of that particular variety to seed 
his entire acreage this year, but he should get a few bushels of such pure, 
registered seed, sow it in a prepared plot, and thus increase his seed supply 
on his own farm. 

The frosts of last Fall make it necessary that all seed sown this spring 
be first tested for its germinating qualities. Strong germination is necessary 
in wheat, oats, barley and flax. Strong plants having healthy vigorous 
roots withstand adverse conditions such as spring frosts, insects, disease, 
better than weak plants. Farmers will be well advised, therefore, to sena 
samples of their seed grain to their nearest Dominion Seed Laboratory ana 
have it tested. 

There is still another form of mixing on the farm which is even more 
disastrous, that is the mixing of weed seeds with the grain through the use 
of impure.and not properly cleaned seed, Governments and railways com- 
bine to ru special seed cleaning machinery demonstration trains through 
the country.” Governments build seed cleaning plants, Nevertheless, tons 
of weed sceds sre sown annually, as well as mixed varieties of grain, as 
was definitely proven by the seed drill survey conducted in Saskatchewan 
a couple of years.ago. 

Western Canada farmers must begin at the beginning in dealing with 
this mixing evil. First, it is essential that all seed sown be of one good 
Variety, thoroughly cleaned, with all weed seeds eliminated, and tested to 
demonstrate its germinating qualities. With the groundwork thus laid for 
the production of clean, high grade grain, necessary further steps can and 
should be taken to preserve the identity, grade and standard of that grain 
al the way from the farm to the ultimate world market.

COMPULSORY VACATIONS 

A law has been adopted in Austria 
providing for making an annual va- 
cation compulsory, the ‘payment of 
wages during the vacation period be- 
ing a obligation on the employer. 
Young people under sixteen years ol 
ige are two have two weeks of va- 
cation, while older persons are to have 
one week at least, Of the value ot 
this from the standpoint of responsi- 
bility, there should be no doubt, Sup- 
erficially, and at first glance, the in- 
novation may appear to work hard- 
ship and injustice to the employer of 
tbor, The benefit to the employer in 
venewed health and vitality, with the 
vonsequent ability to work better and 
more productively, should amply com- 
pensate the man who pays the wages 
and probably will do so. It has 
proved to be so in the case of the 
shortening of hours of labor and ther< 
is no reason why it should not work 
out fin like jmanner in respect of 
vocations, ; 

It might be a good thing to ex- 
tend the idea of compulsory vacations 
to some people who never seem to 
nave any holiday at all. Wives and 
mothers, for instance, are peopple who 
aeldom if ever get any vacation, The 
true housewife is always working. “A 
woman’s work is never done.” says 
an old proverb, The husbands of us 
must take a holiday; the children 
could not survive without one, but 
mother, oh, well, mother doesn’t want 
one anyhow, so she cannot need one.

Birds have been coming to 
Miner sanctuary for over a quarter 
of a century and during the last six 
years the feed bill for birds has cost 
on an average between $5,000 and 
$6,000 per year. 

A grant of $750 has been received 
from the Dominion Government and 
a grant of $400 from the Ontario 
government, 

Jack Miner has charged no one 
for the use of the land on which the 
bird life oasis is situated in the 
deadly desert of hunter's guns, with 
deadly puffs of birdshot scattered 
here and theree. 

In addition to providing a place 
of safety for the birds in transit, Mr. 
Miner has tagged all birds he pos- 
sibly could that have landed on the 
ponds in the sanctuary. 

He carried on the work for 15 


years with no assistancee from any 


government, all funds being provided 
by himself from his farm and from 
his series of lectures across Canada 
and in the United States.

Wheat Marketing In Britain 


Canadian Wheat Pool Inspires British 
Farmers To Follow Example 
The example of the Canadian farm- 
ers in setting up a wheat pool for 
marketing their grain seems to have 
inspired a report issued by the Bri- 
tish Ministry of Agriculture “On the 


Marketing of Wheat, Barley, and 
Oats, in England and Wales.” 
An official summary states that 


the report puts forward various sug- 
gestions on practical lines which, if 
followed up by farmers, merchants 
and manufacturers,, working in sym- 
pathetic co-operation, should lead to 
an improvement in, the present posi- 
tion of cereal marketing. 

“The farmer's part,” states the re- 
port, “should be to produce a more 
uniform quality of article in each 
case. ‘This could be done by concen- 
trating on the cultivation of predom- 
inant varieties, a movement which 
might be facilitated by the formation 
of ‘pure-line’ growers’ associations. 
Steps might also be taken in the di- 
rection of standardizing the grain of- 
fered for sale, 

“Farmers might consider how best 
to reduce drastically the number of 
sellers on the market, as well as to 
stem the present rush of sales im- 
mediately after harvest. To achieve 
this, however, {t would seem neces- 
sary to set up some form of selling 


agency, supported by a system of 
growers’ contracts.”

Take Daylight From Air 


Reproduction Of Light Said To Be 
Next Wonder 

A radio aerial draws radio waves 
out of the air. Radio treats essen- 
tially with sound. Absorption and 
reproduction of light, by a method 
strikingly similar to radio is likely 
to be next. R. T. Gee, London, Ont., 
inventor, president of the R. T, Gee 
Company, Limited, manufacturer of 
electric light bulbs, is the discoverer, 
The process, he states, is to be soon 
available for general use. When it 
is introduced, it is stated in scien- 
tific circles, it will revolutionize illu- 
mination, which is today chiefly 
created by electricity. For, in ad- 
dition to drawing energy out of the 
air and reproducing it, Mr. Gee's 
method provides for the storage of 
such energy until it is needed, This 
means, itis explained, that the aerials 
at work in the daytime will not only 
absorb but also store sunlight for re- 
production at night. 


Tested Rocket Sled 

A “rocket sled” was tried out at 
the Schleissheim aviation grounds by 
Max Valler, inventor of several rock- 
et vehicles, The sled weighs 240 
pounds and can be equipped with 
eight rockets. Valler, using only two 
rockets, made fine speed on level 
ground. Spectators tried to visualize 
the speed that could be made down a 
snowy slope under the impetus of the 
rockets, but gave up the attempt 
before reaching definite conclusions,

New Guinea Miners 
Now Using . Airplane 


Fourteen-Day Trip Inland Takes 
Only One Hour 

Aeroplanes have made gold mining 
possible in New Guinea, but the ex- 
treme climate adds a great deal to 
the hazard of flying, according to 
Lieut. Kenneth Frewin, an airman 
of the Mandated Territories Airways, 
who has just returned to Sydney, 
Australis, from the big island, 

In less than two years gold worth 
more than $12,000,000 has been taken 
out of New Guinea chiefly because 
aeroplanes have made the remote re- 
gions accessible. The flyers have 
heen compelled to take tremendous 
risks, according to Frewin. 

“The difficulty in New Guinea,” he 
said, “is to obtain a sufficient num- 
ber of pilots, as the average man can 
only ‘stick it’ for from three to s1x 
month§ because. of the severe condi- 
tions, the prevalence of fever and 
malaria, and the lack of fresh food,
